- As part her April 1999 plea deal, Hendy agreed to coop- 
erate with investigators in exchange for a lighter sentence 
than life in prison, 

. Mertz could have sentenced her from a minimum of 12 years 
■ in prison to a maximum of 64 years. 

One of the women who accused Hendy of abuse said that 
“no amount of prison time could pay for what she did to me.” 
The woman said that Hendy and Ray had kidnapped her in 
Albuquerque in March 1999. She Said she escaped three days 
later. She was found wearing only a padlocked metal collar 
, and chain.

“We don’t expect anything from 
the Court of Appeals for three 
or four months ” Deputy District 
Attorney Jim Yontz said Mon¬ 
day. “We just felt the evidence he 
(District Judge Neil Mertz) sup¬ 
pressed was suppressed wrong¬ 
ly-” 

Yontz filed the notice of appeal 
on Thursday. 

Mertz, in Truth or Conse¬ 
quences, has supported defense 
motions to suppress “items and ' 
photographs” that were seized 
at Ray’s Elephant Butte home 
and the testimony of three expert 
witnesses for the prosecution. 
Two of the experts would have 
testified on DNA and hair evi¬ 
dence, The third, which Yontz 
said still may be allowed if the 
appeal is successful, is an expert 
on violent crimes. 

“A lot of people don’t believe 
hair analysis is a proper science,” 
Ray’s attorney Jeff Rein said 
Monday. “They found something 
that looks like hair,” . 

Yontz said prosecutors may 
■■ try to find a way to reintroduce 
the witnesses if the appeal fails. 

“The evidence is important to 
j the material facts we have' to 
i prove,” Yontz said. When asked 
; if the judge’s actions could seri¬ 
ously weaken the prosecution’s 
case, Yontz said: “They are items 
! we’d like .to have.” 


Yontz said the testimony of 
the expert witnesses was sup¬ 
pressed because the FBI didn’t 
provide reports of their findings 
in time. A call to the FBI seeking 
comment wasn’t returned Mon¬ 
day afternoon. 

Rein said Mertz had required 
the reports, which give the 
defense a chance to challenge 
the evidence and testimony. 

‘You can challenge whether 
the party is truly an expert and 
whether the things they are 
going to talk about are proper sci¬ 
ence,” Rein said. “They provided 
some information, but they did¬ 
n’t give us what we had asked 
for.” 

Rein said the defense also has 
plans to challenge a prosecution 
witness who is a chemist. 

The appeal probably will be 
argued in briefs rather than oral¬ 
ly, Yontz said. 

Jury selection for Ray, 60j had 
been scheduled to start last week 
in Espanola. That was delayed 
when Ray was hospitalized with 
a heart condition.

When reached by The Associ¬ 
ated Press at his home Friday 
night,, Mertz, was asked if the 
order included reporters, pho¬ 
tographers and the public. He 
said “Yes.” 

When asked why, Mertz said:

Bob Johnson, executive direc¬ 
tor of the New Mexico Founda¬ 
tion for Open Government in 
Albuquerque, said this is the first 
time he has ever heard of closing 
the questioning of prospective 
jurors.

20-Year Prison Sentence for Yancy ‘As Good As We Could Get, ’ DA Says

Dennis Roy Yancy, 28, of 
TorC, is guilty of strangling •

In a surprise move Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, Dec. 2, Yancy 
plead guilty to second degree 
murder and conspiracy to 
commit the murder.

In a small courtroom in 
Socorro, at a hearing at¬ 
tended by only a handful of 
observers, Seventh Judicial 
District Judge Neil P. Mertz 
handed down the sentence.

telling the FBI of alleged white- 
slaveiy abductions by her father, 
an agent said Thursday. 

She told the FBI her father 
abducted, tortured and then sold 
Women in Mexico, agent Doug 
Beldon said. The bureau inves¬ 
tigated for a year but never sub¬ 
stantiated the allegations, Beldon 
said. 

Glenda Jean “Jesse now 

32, was about 19 or 20 at the 
lime. Now Ms. Ray is a co-defen¬ 
dant with her father in the sex- 
torture case that surfaced March 
22 when a naked woman fled 
David Ray’s mobile home wear¬ 
ing only a metal collar with a 
padlocked chain. Two other 
alleged victims have since been 
located, and the three form the 
basis of 37 charges against Ray. 

“In June 1986, Jesse Ray vol- 
ymteered information to the FBI 
in New Mexico concerning her 
father,” Beldon said. “She alleged 
that David Parker Ray was 
abducting and torturing women 
and selling them to buyers in 
Mexico.” 

■ Beldon said agents never could 
determine specifically who was 
abducted. No names were given 
and no homicides alleged, he 
said. * 

“The allegations were nonspe¬ 
cific,” he said. 

“For over one year thereafter, 
the FBI in New Mexico con¬ 
ducted an investigation in an 
effort to substantiate the alle¬ 
gations. The investigation was 
conducted under the FBI’s juris¬ 
diction in White Slave Traffic 
Act cases,” he said. “No victims 
were identified, and none came 
forward, 

“The investigation was con¬ 
ducted in both New Mexico and 
Arizona. A thorough investigation 
was accomplished based upon 
information known at that time. 
When logical investigation was 
completed and leads were cov¬ 
ered, the case was closed,” he 
said. 

Beldon declined comment on 


whether evidence in the old case 
was being incorporated into the 
new investigation. 

“Due to the pendancy of the 
cases against Jesse Ray and 
David Ray, the FBI cannot pro¬ 
vide the investigative details of 
the 1986 investigation or the , 
current one,” he said. 

The FBI generally does not 
comment on pending cases. Doc¬ 
uments released Wednesday, 
including material involving FBI 1 
profilers who said Ray fits the 
description of a “sexual sadist,” 
were unsealed by state authori- i 
ties who are also involved in the 
joint state-federal investigation. 

The documents said another 
co^defendant, Cynthia Lea I 
^ jfendv. told investigators that | 
Ray had admitted involvement in | 
as many as 14 killings. 

She said the dead included 
men and women whose bodies 
were dumped in ravines and in 
Elephant Butte Lake, near Ray’s 
home, the court papers say. 

No bodies have been found, 
and Ray’s attorney, Jeff Rein, 
said these allegations arose after 
Ms. Hendy worked out a deal 
with prosecutors. 

“She told them what they 
wanted to hear,” Rein said. 

Ray’s 37 counts include kid¬ 
napping, conspiracy and sexual 
attacks on three women — but 1 
not murder. 

As many as 100 agents from ' 
the FBI and state police investi¬ 
gated the; 1999 case at its peak, 
Mowing leads in 10 states, using 
ground-penetrating radar and 
bringing in dogs trained to find 
human remains.

A Third Arrest in New Mexico 
In a Sex-Torture Investigation 


ELEPHANT BUTTE, N.M., April 
10 (AP) — A man has been charged 
with murder in a case that already 
has led to charges of kidnapping and 
sexual torture against a copple. 

The man, Dennis RovJ ^&fr^rrot" 
Truth o r Consequences lKH^-is.the 
firgrpffifson charged with murder in 
the multistate investigation, in which 
a Federal-state task force has 
searched a lake. The police have said 
for weeks* that the case possibly in¬ 
volved murder, though no bodies 
have been found.

A 
preliminary hearing for Yancy, 
27, was scheduled for May 25.

Yontz said most pleas are an 
attempt to resolve a case before it 
goes to trial, and require a judge's 
approval. Acosta said there was 
no plea agreement signed by a 
judge.

case. But that challenge can’t be made after a per¬ 
son has asked the judge to “perform any discre¬ 
tionary act.” That’s one of the main legal ques¬ 
tions before the Supreme Court. 

Mertz and Yontz work in the Socorro-based 7th 
Judicial District, 

Ms. Ray’s lawyer, Billy Blackburn of Albuquerque, 
sought to remove Mertz from her case. However, the 
judge rejected the challenge last month and said Ms. 
Ray had given up the right to excuse him because 
she had agreed with a request by the prosecution 
and her father to hold a combined trial. 

Yontz and Blackburn contend Mertz is legally 
required to remove himself, and they’re asking 
the Supreme Court to order the judge to with¬ 
draw. 

They contend it was the state that waived its right 
to disqualify Mertz — not Ms. Ray — in seeking to 
combine the cases at trial and in pre-trial pro¬ 


ceedings. Ms. Ray and her father agreed -with the 
state’s proposal to combine their cases but have ! 
reserved the right to later seek separate trials. | 
Yontz wants the Supreme Court to order the 
Rays’ cases joined for trial. Mertz has postponed a 
decision on that issue until after the high court < 
decides whether he’ll preside over the cases. i 
Mertz, in written arguments filed with the court, j 
said the justices should determine whether Ms. Ray ; 
can remove him from the case. But Mertz said the ’ 
high court shouldn’t decide the question about a I 
combined trial. That, Mertz argued, should be left j 
for a district judge — him or a replacement. 

Yontz maintains there’s no reason to delay on the i 
question of a combined trial.

He faces numer¬ 
ous charges, including kidnapping' 
and criminal sexual penetration. 

; Three supervisory special agents 
with the Federal Bureau of Investi-j 
gation’s National Center for Analy-I 
sis of Violent Crime studied some of 1 
the writings, journals, audiotapes! 
and videotapes seized at Ray’s home! 
"at Elephant Butte. Two of them visit- ‘ 
ed the property and the trailer 1

Details from Hendy’s interview could explain 1 
why law enforcement officials mounted a massive 
effort in March after a woman, bleeding and wear¬ 
ing only a padlocked collar, fled Ray’s mobile) 
home in Elephant Butte. [ 

As many as 100 agents from the FBI and State; 
Police gathered for an investigation that included,' 
the use of ground-penetrating radar and cadaver- 
sniffing dogs. Agents combed arroyos in Sierra 
County and searched parts of Elephant Butte Lake! 
for bodies and other evidence. 

Authorities have not ruled out more arrests of 
victims. 

FBI profilers believe Ray, 59, kept items from 
the victims, including jewelry, hair or fingernails ,] 
Yontz said. 

The profilers say people who commit serial! 
crimes collect such trinkets and keep them in ai 
cache so they can relive the experiences. Yontzj 
said investigators believe Ray may have buried 
some of the items. !

She added that during her 
ordeal, “I just kept telling him I 
wanted to go home.” 

The woman said she never saw 
Jesse Ray during the attacks. But 
a person can be convicted of a 
Crime if proven to be an accessory, 
and prosecutor Jim Yontz alleged 
Jesse Ray knew what her father 
planned to do with the young 
wpman. 

“She procured the victim for 
daddy,” Yontz said. “She’s as liable 
as her father is for what occurred 
to (the woman) back in that toy 
box.” 

The alleged victim acknowl¬ 
edged to defense attorney Billy 
Blackburn that before talking to 
an investigator earlier this year, 
she told no one about what had 
happened. When he asked her 
j. why, she said “I couldn’t remem- 
' ber exactly what happened.” 
j State Police criminal investiga- 
k tbr John Briscoe testified Ihesday 


that among the items found on 
Ray’s property were several audio 
tapes. Yontz described one of 
them as an “advisory tape” for 
captives. 

That tape was played during the 
hearing, and Briscoe said he rec¬ 
ognized the voice on the tape as 
that of David Ray. The voice tells 
an abductee what is about to hap¬ 
pen to her and says she will be 
pumped full of drugs at the end of 
her ordeal so she will not remem¬ 
ber what has happened to her. 

The cassette tape begins-with a 
disclaimer that it is “for adults 
only” and “was designed and cre¬ 
ated to be used for entertainment 
only.” 

The narrator says he will tell the 
captive exactly what is happening 
to her. 

The tape was made using "my 
experience in dealing with cap¬ 
tives over several years,” the 
voice says. 

Among other things, the tape 
says: 

“You probably think you’re 
going to be raped. You’re right 
about that. You will be raped thor¬ 
oughly and repeatedly.” 

“It’s no big deal. My lady friend 
and I have been (keeping captives) 
for years.” 

“We prefer to snatch girls in 
their early to mid-teens.” 

“I guess I’ve been doing this too 
long. As far as I’m concerned, 
you’re a piece of meat.” 

Near the end of the tape, the nar¬ 
rator said, “If I killed every bitch 
that we kidnapped, there’d be bod¬ 
ies strung all over the country.”

ALBUQUERQUE — A woman accused in an 
Elephant Butte sex-torture case has cut a deal 
ensuring she will not face federal charges for two 
kidnappings, thaAlbuquerque Journal reports. 

Cynthia Lee“Hendv received a letter from U.S. 
Attorney John J. Kelly, promising her she would not 
face the charges if there’s ever a federal case, the 
Journal said today in a copyright story. 

Ron Lopez, Kelly’s spokesman, said the U.S. 
attorney’s office would have no comment. 

The deal was revealed in recently released audio 
recordings of an April plea agreement reached in 
state district court, the newspaper said. 

Hendy, 39, pleaded guilty to five state charges 
involving the kidnapping and sexual torture of an 
Albuquerque woman and a woman from Truth or 
Consequences earlier this year. 

Hendy originally faced 25 counts and up to 200 
years in prison, but under the plea, she faces between 
12 and 54 years. >- 

Hendys co-defendant , David Parker 59, faces 
37 state charges, including crimmalsexual pene- 
tration, kidnapping and aggravated battery. 

“The U.S. attorney’s office for the district of New 
Mexico agrees that it will not prosecute Hendy for 
her previously disclosed participation and crimi- 
•nal activity relating to (the two cases),” the April 6 
letter said. 

The letter also indicates Hendy is cooperating 
with authorities. 

“It is my... understanding that Hendy will assist 
in the investigation of all crimes known-to her, and 
that such assistance will include her truthful respons¬ 
es to questions placed to her by law enforcement offi¬ 
cers, as well as assisting in the recovery of physical 
evidence known to her,” the letter says. 

The letter does not say whether Hendy will tes¬ 
tify against Ray. 

But according to state district court records, 
Hendy “indicated to officers that (David) Ray had con¬ 
fessed to her that he had been involved in at least 
14 homicides... and had been involved in the torture 
and sexual abuse of numerous females 

Xavier Edward Acosta, Hendys Las Cruces attor¬ 
ney, said the letter is meant to protect his client. 

“Ms. Hendys limited involvement with David 
Parker Ray, and the matters he’s accused of, facil¬ 
itated negotiations regarding her involvement,” 
,Acosta said. 


“It is my ... understanding that 
Hendy will assist in the 
investigation of all crimes known 
to her, and that such assistance 
will include her truthful responses 
to questions placed to her by law 
enforcement officers, as well as 
assisting in the recovery of 
physical evidence known to her.”

“The uhfortimate effect of irresponsible comments 
at the outset of this case demonized Ms. Hendy as 
to matters to which she had no involvement,"Acos¬ 
ta said. 

Kidnapping, aggravated sexual abuse, aiding and 
abetting and assault are federal crimes and the FBI 
has been helping state police with the investigation. 

“We have two different jurisdictions here,” Acos¬ 
ta said.

Yancy is a known associate of jthe 
Rays, authorities said. jj 

All the accused have said they are innocent of the 
charges.

SANTA FE — Police analysts 
can’t determine the sex or any 
other details about human fleshy 
material foimd in a bag in Ele¬ 
phant Butte Lake. 

State Police Lieutenant Mark 
Weaver said Friday the material 
in the bag was old and police 
haven’t been able to reveal any 
other details about it using DNA 
testing. The hag was discovered 
by a fisherman in June. 

' Analysts may try testing a dif¬ 
ferent sample, Weaver said. 

And, the FBI has another type 
of DNA test that may reveal some¬ 
thing about the material, he said. 

Police have been trying to deter¬ 
mine if the material is linked to 
the sex-torture case in Elephant 
Butte. They had hoped to try to 
match it to DNA from Marie 
Parker who has been missing 
since she disappeared from an 
Elephant Butte bar two years 
ago- •
